did  not  lead  to  any  result.  The  very  dry  summer  of  1959 *  it  Y#as 
the  driest  for  250  years*  revealed  the  shortcomings  of  the  existing 
supply  system  and  even  during  the  wet  summer  this  year  we  had 
periods  of.  inadequate  supply*  The  position  of  the  supplies 

is  still  desperate. 

Additional  houses  and  bungalows 
were  erected  on  the  Nursery  site  for  the  rehousing  of  people 
from  \infit  houses*

The  Rural  District  on  the  whole  during, 
the  past  year  has  enjoyed  sufficient  water  for. ail  purposes* 

The  area  is  supplied  mainly  Ly  three 
separate  systems*  providing  water  for  three  quarters  of  the  total 
population*  the  three  systems  ares-  Leyburn*  Middleham  and 
Sowden  Beck*  all  having  reservoirs*  each  of  a  storage  capacity  of 
100*000  gallons. 

Leyburn9  s  original  scheme  was  laid  down, 
about  1880*  since  that  time  various  improvements  and  extensions*  both 
in  the  supply  and  storage  to  meet  present  day  demands*  hive  been  made

s  main  source  is  situated  at  Cranehow  Bottom  on  the 
Preston  Moors*  the  v/ater  flows  from  the  adit  of  the  old  lead  mine* 
a  collecting  point  has  been  enclosed  at  the  head  of  the  adit  and 
from  that  point  the  water  is  piped  four  miles  'to  a  reservoir  situated 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  town*  This  pipe  line  also  supplies  a 
water  tower  for  the  War  Department  at  Bellerby  Camp*  During  dry 
periods  or  when  demand  is  high*  it  is.,  possible  to  augment  this  supply 
by  means  of  a  pump  from  a  second  mine  level  at  Whipperdale*

In  the • original  scheme  it  was  intended  to  impound  a 
further  supply  known  locally  as  t?Red  Spring51?  but  later  due  to 
difficulties  and  expense  with  regard  to  its  purif i cation*  the  supply 
was  abandoned.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  generally  good?  but 

being  of  a  low  P-lt  value  it  is  necessary  to  add  lime. 

Chlorination,  is  also  carried  out  as  a  precaution  against  surface 
contamination. 


The  parishes  of  Bellerby?  Barden,  and  Hauxwell 
lying  on  the  north  fringe  of  the  Rural  District  are  supplied  from  the 
trunk  main  of  the  adjoining  authority?  Bedale?  which  runs  through, 
this  area.  Supplies  are  satisfactory. 

Two  small  villages?  Caldbergh  and  Horsehouse 
have  supplies  maintained  by  the  Council?  both  possess  small 
reservoirs?  the  supplies  being  derived  from  springs  situated  on  the 
high  ground  above  the  hamlets.  These  supplies  are  satisfactory

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HOUSING  STATISTICS  -  I960 

New  dwellings  "built  and  occupied  by  private 
enterprise  during  the  year  numbered  seven.  The  total  number  of 
private  houses  erected  in  the  district  since  1945  is  now  sixty  five.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Leyburn  Rural  District  Council  can  justly 
claim  tcy  be  really  progressive  in  the  matter  of  sewage  purification. 

In  the  rural  district*  when  the  Contractor 
are  finished  the  work  they  have  in  hand*  we  will  have  sewers  and 
treatment  works  in  seventeen  of  our  villages*  twelve  of  which  have 
been  provided  in  the  post-war  years#  Of  the  larger  villages  we  have 
four  more  to  complete*  namely:-  Carlton*  Thornton  Steward*  Hauxwell 
and  Redmire#  Leyburn  works  laid  down  in  1907  are  in  need  of 
improvement*  although  the  effluent  from  them  whenever  it  is  tested  by 
the  River  Board  is  classed  as  good#  Middleham  also  needs  attention* 
these  were  laid  down  in  1914*  The  village  of  East  Witton  has  a 
satisfactory  works*  but  the  sewers  should  have  attention  when  money 
and  circumstances  permit#  Our  two  attendants  are  not  able  to  give 

the  various  works  the  amount  of  attention  they  should  receive* 
particularly  during  the  summer  months  when  they  have  to  be  taken  away 
to  assist  in  dust  bin  emptying  and  to  carry  out  emergency  work  in 
connection  with  the  maintenance  of  our  water  supplies#  It  is  hoped 
that  these  matters  will  be  reviewed  during  the  coming  year# 


HOUSING 


(HOUSE  PURCHASE  HID  HOUSING  ACT.  -  1959) 

During  the  year  thirty  four  dwellings 
were  the  subject  of  applications  for  Standard  Grant.  The  improvements 
proposed  by  the  owners  varied  from  the  addition  of  a  hand  basin  to 
complete  bathrooms.  In' two  cases  the  owners  decided  not  to  proceed 

after  approval  had  been  giveh.  That  section  of  the  Act  stating" tha- 

approval  of  a  scheme  of  improvement  must  be  granted  by  a  Council  before 
any  work  is  commenced  is  now  becoming  more  widely  .known,  only  one 
request  for  grant  after  the  work  was  completed  was  received  during  the 
year  and  this*  of  course ,  had  to  be  refused.  An  amount  of 

£2162  -  0  -  0  was  paid  out  to  the  owners  of  nineteen  dwellings,  an 
average  of  £114-  0-0  per  dwelling.  This  is  lower  than  last 
years  average  which  was  £141  -  0  -  0  per  dwelling  for  both  Standard 
and  Discretionary  Grants.  It  was  decided  in  June  1959  to  cease 

the  latter  Grants. 

Many  visits  to  the  dwellings  are 

necessary  before  the  works  are  completed  and  much  time  is  spent  with 
builders  discussing  the  best  and  most  economical  means  of  bringing 
about  the  required  improvements.  The  standard  of  workmanship  of 

the  local  builders  continues  to  be  satisfactory ,  but  occasionally  I 
have  had  to"’ complain  to  the  owners  of  the  untidy  way  in 'which  pipes 
have  been  carried  across  window  openings  and  cupboards.  I  feel  that 
the  owners  themselves  can  do  much  to  combat  this  sort  of  thing. 

The  works  of  drainage  and  construction 
of  septic  tanks  for  houses  that  are  not  within  reach  of  a  main  sewer 
is  often  more  costly  than  the  installation  of  the  bath  and  W.  C, 
however  we  have  no w  given  local  builders  a  drawing  of  a  septic  tank 
and  this  is  being  installed  in  all  cases  and  has  resulted  in  a  slight 
saving.  As  more  villages  are  having  main  drainage  laid  on  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  number  of  applications  for  grant  will  increase.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


During  the  year  the  Slaughterhouse  Act 
of  1958  was  put  into  operation..  Our  three  slaughterhouses  did  not 

come  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the  Act  and  so  after  consultation 
with  the  Ministry  of  Agri culture*  Fisheries  and  Food,  notices  were 
served  upon  the  owners#  These  required  major  alterations  in  the 

buildings  and  we  decided  that  owners  should  have  adequate  time  in  which 
carry  out  the  work.  duly  1961  was  the  date  given  for  the  completion 

of  the  necessary  improvements.  The  Minister  has  approved  our  action 

Five  butchers  continued  to  use  Leyburn 
Slaughterhouse.  A  proportion  of  the  meat  consumed  is  bought  off  the 
hook. at  a  large  abattoir  in  a  neighbouring  district.  Regular 

inspections  were  carried  out  on  Monday  evenings  when  killing  usually 
ceases  about  10  p.m.  The  quality  of  the  meat  killed' was  very  good. 

The  amount  condemned  was  very  small?  'mainly  parasitic  livers. 

No  Tuberculosis  was  found  during  the  year  which  is  remarkable  when  one 
recollects  that  twenty  years  ago  one  half  of  the  beef  animals  killed 
were  suffering  in  some  part  of  their  organs  from  this  disease. 

The,  Slaughterhouse  assistants  gave  all  the  help  necessary  to  ensure  that 
all  animals  killed  could  be  properly  inspected.

area  is9  generally  speaking 9  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
More  and  more  food  is  being  sold  in  pre-packed  cartons  and  freezing 
cabinets  are  now  installed  in  the  majority  of  grocers  shops*

exposed  to  the  risks  of  contamination  in  retail  shops*

Bottling  of  tuberculin  tested  milk 
is  undertaken  at  three  Dairies  in  the  district*  None  of  our 

retailers  handle  ordinary  milk*  In  the  small  villages  and 

hamlets 9  householders  obtain  their  milk  supplies  direct  from 
farmer  producers  by  arrangements  with  the  authorities*  Bottling 
is  not  undertaken  at  these  farms* 

DISPOSAL  OF  UNSOUND  FOOD 


Food  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 

consumption  and  surrendered  by  shop  keepers  and  others  is  destroyed 
by  burning*  Unsound  meat  from  the  slaughterhouse  is  taken  away 
by  contractors  each  Wednesday*  It  is  processed  and  converted, 

into  fertilisers  and  animal  foods*  During  the  year  the  following 
articles  of  food  from  retails  shops  were  dealt  with  and  eventually 
destroyed s-

REFUSE  COLLECTION  ML  DISPOSAL 


•  '  waste  paper  and  cardboard  forms  the  hulk  of 
the  refuse  placed  in  dust  hins^  and  tins  ana  hot  ties  come  next  in  hulk* 

The  amount  of  ash  from  coal  fires  is  steadily 
decreasing  and  so  our  men  have  difficulty  in  consolidating  tne  tips,  hut 
much  Vi/aste  paper  and  other  comhustihle  matter  is  burned  as  soon,  as  possible 
after  tipping*  The  Leyburn  Tip  is  nearly  full  and  we  wilx.  shortly  b& 
he  obliged  to  tip  elswhere*  7/e  are  hoping  to  utilise  other  quarries  in 
the  vicinity  of  Leyburn.  During  I960,  the  men  were  called  upon  to 
extend  their  collection  to  the  more  remote  hamlets  and  certain  farms  where 
the  refuse  vehicle  .asses,  the  farmers  bringing  their  bins  to  the  roadway 
for  collection.  Our  men  gave  satisfactory  service  during  the  year, 
working  with  their  usual  cheerfulness  and  good  humour*  A  pa^t  of  Leyburn. 

Market  Square  has  been  covered  with  tarmac  and.  thus  cleaning  up  on  Saturday 
mornings  after  the  Friday  market  is  now  made  much  easier*  During  the 
months  of  June.  July  and  August,  the  men  each  take  ‘a  fortnight  holiday, 
which  means  that  we  are  a  man  short  during  the  whole  of  the  summer  months, 
making  it  very  difficult  to  keep  to  our  scheduled  time.  We  are  fortunate 
in  that  both  our  Sewage  works  attendants  are  qualified  drivers  and  they 
can  be  .called  into  the  refuse  collection,  team,  as  and  when  required.
